1 . Claims 1-26 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions

connectable that registers a message application to have primary control 
of a message folder space, classified in class 707, subclass 3. 

II. Claims 14-24 and 26 are drawn to a computer system that is network 
connectable that accesses contact related data, classified in class 707, 
subclass 5. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination invention in 
Group I has separate utility such as an operating system receiving a folder registration 
request, determining a folder silo has resources, allocating a folder space within the 
folder, and maintaining an indication that a message application has primary control. 
Invention in Group II has a separate utility such as an act of accessing an electronic 
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message, selecting a link to a contact item, and receiving contact related data. See
